Water district cuts 
taxes by three cents

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, last night, cut the 
district tax rate from 15 to 12 cents, as 
they approved their 1975-76 budget. 
The directors approved secretary 
Boyd Bettencourt’s computations that 
show total expenses of $50,650 on an in­ 
come of $54,100. A breakdown of the ex­ 
penses shows the major sums of $17,000 
for the district’s legal counsel, Atty. 
Stanley C. Hatch; and $20,000 in a 
“ special services and engineering’’ fund, 
the latter, principally for fees charged 
by district engineering consultant, 
Thomas M. Stetson. 
Hatch’s projected earning includes an 
increase of about 12 per cent in his hour­ 
ly fee, up from the previous $35 an hour 
to $40. 
In other action, the directors: 
— Ordered Stetson to write an en­ 
vironmental impact report on a request 
by The City of Lompoc to extract water 
from the Santa Ynez River at the Nar­ 
rows and for the “ spreading” of that 
water in a 120-acre area of the city’s

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House passed by a one-vote margin and sent to 
the White House today an estimated $50 million cost-of-living pay raise for 
members of Congress, the vice president, federal judges and top scale federal 
officials. 
The bill would provide a $3,655 increase in the present $42,500 annual pay for 
lawmakers. Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller would get a $5,375 boost in 
his $62,500 salary. 
Moving quickly before a month-long adjournment Friday, the House passed 
the measure 214-213 after the Senate gave its approval late Tuesday. 
President Ford has indicated he will sign the bill into law. 
Speaker Carl Albert and House Democratic leader Thomas P. O’Neill en­ 
dorsed the plan but House GOP leaders opposed it. 
Rep. Edward Derwinski, Rill., estimated the cost of the plan at ” $49 million 
to $50 million,” but Rep. John Anderson, R-IU., noted that the cost for congres­ 
sional increases in that total estimate would be about $1.8 million. 
The Senate passed the bill 58 to 29 late Tuesday and the House Rules Commit­ 
tee approved the bill earlier today and sent it to the floor. 


“ We’ve got to do something one way or another” to correct the “disparity” 
between government and private pay, said Albert. “ I’ve always favored these 
proposals.” 
But Rep Bud Shuster, R-Pa, attacked the plan in a brief statement on the 
House floor. 
Saying the Constitution bans lawmakers from raising and taking a pay raise 
in their term in office, he said “ it is just as wrong to take a cost of living in­ 
crease by the big spenders in Congress who have caused the cost of living to in­ 
crease.” 
As Shuster started to voice his opposition to the proposal. Rep Gene Snyder, 
R-Ky., shouted to him “ shut up.” Then Snyder smiled as Shuster continued his 
criticism. 
President Ford strongly urged passage of the bill in a letter to Nelson 
Rockefeller, chairman of the President’s Panel on Federal Compensation who 
now earns $62,500 a year as the nation's No. 2 officeholder. 
Ford called the measure a “ vital first step” to getting and keeping top people 
in the federal government.

HELSINKI (U PI) - The 35 nation 
European summit conference on the 
security of Europe opened today with a 
warning to the Soviet Union by British 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson that no 
European nation will have an excuse in 
the future to intervene in the internal af­ 
fairs of others. 
His statement appeared to be a direct 
challenge to Moscow’s so-called 
“ Brezhnev doctrine” which claims the 
right of the Soviet Union to intervene in 
any East European country — a policy 
propounded seven years ago by Soviet 
Communist party General Secretary 
Leonid I. Brezhnev after the invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. 
“ No excuse can henceforth be found 
for any participating state attempting to 
prevent any other from exercising its 
sovereign rights or to intervene in its in­ 
ternal affairs,” Wilson said. 
The Wilson statement was particularly 
significant since the Security conference 
is Brezhnev’s brain child. He has urged 
such a conference for years to put the 
world’s stamp of approval on the 4 
postwar boundaries that put half of 
Europe in the Soviet bloc. He has been 
said to regard the controversial meeting 
as the crowning achievement of his 
career.

Detroit experiences 
second violent night 


DETROIT (U PI) - It looked like a 
battlefield. The streets of a west side 
neighborhood were scarred by fire and 
strewn with rubble today — the legacy of 
a second straight night of violence 
sparked by the fatal shooting of a black 
teen-ager by a white tavern owner. 
Hundreds of riot-ready police, many 
called in from vacations and days off, 
used tear gas and nightsticks to disperse 
jeering, chanting crowds in some streets 
Tuesday night. 
Police Chief Philip Tannian said rov­ 
ing gangs — composed mainly of young 
blacks — set three major fires in 
business places, smashed scores of win­ 
dows and set fire to several cars. 
Altogether, he said, 13 stores were 
damaged. 
The disturbances were described as a 
“ mild echo” of the 1967 riots that left 43 
dead, 5,000 homeless and caused $250 
million in damage — the worst race riots 
in modern American history. 
The troubles started Monday night 
when a white tavern owner, Andrew 
Chinarian, 39, said he fired at a youth ad­ 
vancing towards him in the tavern park­ 
ing lot with an object in his hand. The ob­ 
ject, police said, was a screwdriver. The 
victim was identified as Obie Wynn, 18, a 
black.

Senate refuses 
to kill Ford's 
phase out plan 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Senate 
today refused to kill President Ford’s 
proposal to phase out price controls on 
“ old” oil over 39 months — a plan he said 
was his final effort to compromise with 
Congress. 


Senate Democrats, in a surprise 
maneuver, sought to attach a resolution 
of dissaproval of Ford’s plan to routine 
legislation providing funds for a commit­ 
tee. A time limitation on the bill, agreed 
to earlier in the week, prevented a 
Republican filibuster. 


vestigators were working in Nevada to 
turn up witnesses to buttress the story of 
two prisoners from the Las Vegas county 
jail, who testified on July 10 that Bardelli 
had solicited them to “ take care” of 
three persons who were “ hasseling” 
him. Sutton said the testimony of the two 
prisoners was new information to him 
until shortly before a preliminary hear­ 
ing for Bardelli in Lompoc Justice Court, 
and that that aspect of the case was not a 
part of the original complaint against 
Bardelli. 
Bardelli, 32, who operates a liquor 
store at 421W. Ocean Ave., was arrested 
in Las Vegas on June 22 on a Lompoc 
complaint charging he solicited the 
murders of Lompoc detective, Agent 
John Coday, Kevin Coffelt, and Axel 
Jansson, a rival liquor store owner. Co­ 
day was identified as one of the 
policemen who had arranged for Coffelt 
who is 18 years old to purchase some 
beer from Bardelli’s liquor store; Jans­ 
son operates a nearby store. The mis­ 
demeanor case on charges of selling 
alcoholic beverage to a minor comes up 
for trial in Solvang Justice Court on Aug. 
26. 
On July 10, Municipal Court Judge 
Robert Eckhoff threw out charges of 
conspiracy and solicitation to commit 
murder based on testimony of Ryan 


that the various nations involved will 
seek a freer exchange of ideas and more 
rights to travel across frontiers. 
The conference brought together the 
greatest number of world leaders since 
the Congress of Vienna met in 1815 to 
carve up Europe after the defeat of 
Napoleon. 
At the ceremonial opening session Fin­ 
nish President Urho Kekkonen described 
the meeting as “a day of joy and hope for 
Europe.” The start of the conference 
was delayed 10 minutes by a meeting 
between Brezhnev and President Ford. 
Wilson hastened to emphasize that his 
staement in no way diminished four- 
power responsibilities in Germany and 
Berlin. 
“ On the mutual honoring and obser­ 


vance of these undertakings,” Wilson 
said, "we shall be judged, all of us 
judged, each of us judged, by our own 
peoples, by history.” 
Wilson was the first of 35 summit 
leaders scheduled to speak during the 
next three days. 
The conference will end Friday with 
the signing of a socalled “ Final Act" 
pledging the nations of east and west 
Europe, the United States and Canada to 
work for greater security and coopera­ 
tion on a continent tom by centuries of 
internecine warfare. 
Of the “ Final Act” Wilson said “ this is 
a moral commitment to be ignored at 
our peril, and the start of a new chapter 
in the history of Europe.” 
Wilson spoke at the conference’s first 
working session. 


Speaking after Wilson, Greek Prime 
Minister Constantine Caramanlis com­ 
plained that provision had not been made 
for sanctions against any country break­ 
ing the Helsinki agreement. 
Caramanlis protested that one con­ 
ference member — Turkey — "invaded 
the territory of another member 
Cyprus — while the earlier stages of the 
conference were going on. 


“This made it difficult for Greece to 
stay at the conference,” Caramanlis 
said “ The situation in Cyprus has not 
changed. The violations of principles, 
which we are in the process of signing, 
goes on.” 
He said Greece is signing “ in the hope 
that the wrongdoer will comply with the 
final Act and restore justice in Cyprus."

HELSINKI (U PI) - President Ford 
and Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev 
made “ constructive" headway toward 
nuclear arms control today at a private 
summit that went so well it briefly 
delayed the main 35-nation conference. 
Obviously pleased with their talks, 
Ford and Brezhnev conferred mainly on 
problems affecting the prospective new 
U.S.-Soviet strategic arms limitation 
pact for two hours and 10 minutes — 
keeping 33 other national leaders waiting 
10 minutes to open formally the Euro­ 
pean security summit. 
Brezhnev arrived at the white marble 
Finlandia Hall conference site in time to 
kiss Poland’s Edward Gierek on both 
cheeks. 
But Ford was the last delegation chief 
to arrive, 10 minutes late. He took his 
front row seat alongside Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, who spent the 
delay drumming his fingers upon a desk 
in apparent impatience. Finland’s Presi­ 
dent Urho Kekkonen then convoked the 
historic summit conference. 
Kekkonen hailed the conference as "a 
day of joy and hope for Europe” during 
the 25minute convocation ceremony. 
Ford then lunched with the prime 
minister of Greece and attended for a 
four-hour afternoon summit session to 
hear the speeches of other delegation 
chiefs. 
In the morning, as he and Brezhnev 
emerged from their U.S. embassy talks, 
Ford indicated with pleasure they had 
made progress toward resolving some of 
the technical snags in the phase-two 
SALT agreement they hope to sign in 
Washington this October. 
He described the talks as “ very con­ 
structive, very friendly, very busines­ 
slike.” 
“ We did not have enough time, but the 
discussions were in a very good spirit of 
frankness.” 
Ford and Brezhnev met in a jovial 
mood, with much introductory joking 
and laughing, in the U.S. embassy dining 
room hours before the convocation of the 
security summit that brought them to 
Helsinki. 
“ I believe peace in Europe will be 
enhanced (by the security summit) and 
so will peace in the world,” Ford said. 
Brezhnev agreed. “ I want peace and 
tranquility to reign in Europe so we do 
not interfere in the internal affairs of 
other nations, and that we recognize one 
another’s sovereignty,” he said, summ­ 
ing up major points of the document to 
be signed Friday. 
White House press secretary Ron Nes- 


sen said Ford and Brezhnev also touched 
upon the Middle East and general U.S.- 
Soviet relations, although their talk 
focused mainly on nuclear arms control. 
After the opening summit ceremonies, 
Ford returned to the embassy for lunch 
and private talks — presumably on the 
Greek-Turk Cyprus confrontation that 


has led Washington into trouble with 
both allies — with Greek Premier 
Constantine Caramanlis Ford was to 
meet privately with Turkey’s Premier 
Suleyman Demirel Thursday. 
But his main private conference today 
was the meeting with Brezhnev. 


OAS ends diplomatic 
isolation of Cuba 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (U PI) — The 
Organization of American States has 
ended the llyear-old economic and di­ 
plomatic isolation of Cuba in the Western 
Hemisphere. 
The United States joined 15 other OAS 
nations Tuesday night in approving a de 
facto end to the 1964 sanctions against 
the Communist government of Premier 
Fidel Castro. 
The OAS voted 16 to three with two 
abstentions in favor of a “ freedom of ac­ 
tion” resolution letting member nations 
determine their own relations with Cuba. 
The Mexican-sponsored, U.S.backed 
measure stopped short of lifting the 
sanctions, but circumvented the em­ 
bargo and dosed a painful chapter in 
Western Hemisphere history. 
William Mailliard, the American am­ 
bassador to the OAS, said the resolution 
represented a “ generally acceptable 
solution” to the Cuban problem. 


Diplomatic observers said the move 
may turn out to be the first step toward 
the eventual normalization of relations 
between the United States and Cuba. 
But the observers said the United 
States doesn’t appear to be in a hurry to 
resume ties with the Castro government. 
Relations were broken in 1961. 
Voting for the resolution were Argen­ 
tina, Bolivia, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Ecuador, El Salvador, the United States. 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Mexico, 
Panama. Peru, the Dominican Republic, 
Trinidad Tobago and Venezuela. 
Chile, Uruguay and Paraguay, nations 
with right-wing governments dominated 
by the armed forces, voted against the 
resolution. Brazil and Nicaragua ab­ 
stained. 
The measure, passed by two votes 
more than the two-thirds majority 
needed for approval, leaves OAS nations 
“ free to normalize" their relations with 
Cuba.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., announced today he 
has received from Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro documentation on 24 alleged at­ 
tempts by the CIA to assassinate the 
Cuban leader and some of his associates. 


McGovern told a news conference he 
was turning over the materials to the 
Senate Select Intelligence Committee, 
which is investigating the Central Intel­ 
ligence Agency. 
“ I have no way to verify these al­ 
legations,” McGovern said. “ But if they 
are true, the CIA has engaged in the 
most shocking, murderous, and un- 
American behavior against the leaders 
of a neighboring state. I find such 
behavior a complete contradiction of the 
principles on which our nation was 
founded.” 
McGovern said the documentation was 
provided in both English and Spanish and 
included photographs of the alleged as­ 
sassins and their various weapons. 
McGovern said the material showed 
there had been “ one or more attempts” 
against Castro or other Cuban leaders 
from 1960 to 1967. 


The most recent attempt against 
Castro, according to the documentation 
released by McGovern, was by a man 
identified as Jesus Dominguez Benitz 
who posed as a Venezuelan newsman 
covering Castro’s visit to Chile in 1971. 
The gun with which he allegedly was 
going to kill Castro was hidden in a 
television camera, the document said. 
McGovern displayed a black volume 
more than an inch and a half thick, which 
contained "mug shots" of the alleged 
conspirators and photographs of the 
weapons they purportedly intended to 


US6. 
“ It must be evaluated by trained in­ 
vestigators.” he cautioned before giving 
the volume to committee staff director 
William Miller. 
McGovern said it included pictures of 
small handguns, poison, high-powered ri­ 
fles with telescopic scopes, machine 
guns, hand grenades. TNT, plastic ex­ 
plosives. bazookas and mortars. 
In a written statement. McGovern said 
Benitz. also known as “The Islander." 
had been arrested by the FBI in 1968 for 
promoting terrorism in the United 
States.

KAMPALA, Uganda (UPI) - 
Deposed Nigerian leader Maj. 
Gen. Yakubu Gowon pledged 
his full support today for the 
new government in Nigeria and 
said he was prepared to serve it 
in any capacity. 
In his first public statement 
since the announcement of his 
overthrow Tuesday, a smiling 
and remarkably relaxed Gowon 
told newsmen in Kampala: 
"From all indications there is a 
new government established in 
Nigeria ” 
Radio Lagos announced 
Wednesday that Gowon had 
been deposed while attending 
the Organization of African 
Unity summit conference here 
and that Brig Murtala Rufai 
Mohammed had become the 
new Nigerian chief of state 
"I wish to state I have also 
accepted the change and pledge 
my full loyalty to the nation and 
the new government,” Gowon 
said today. 
The former president, dres­ 
sed in traditional African robes, 
added. "In the over all interest 
of the nation and country I ap­ 
peal to all N igerian s to 
cooperate with the new govern­ 
ment for the preservation of 
peace, unity and stability in the 
country.” 
"I am prepared to serve my 
country in any capacity,” he 
said. "I am a professional 
soldier and will fulfill any duty I 
am called upon to do. 
"I thank all the people of 
Nigeria for the support you 
gave me and call upon you to 
give the new government the 
same support you gave me.” 
He declined to say where he 
would go from here. 
The general then left the 
room ami returned to his hotel 
suite where he had stayed since 
the coup amnouncement Tues­ 
day.

Maheu set 
try on 
report progress in talks 
to tell 
on CIA 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Robert Maheu, form er top 
associate of billionaire Howard 
Hughes, promised to tell all to­ 
day about his connections with 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
and assassination plots against 
Cuban leader Fidel Castro. 
Maheu was called as a 
witness Tuesday before the 
Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence which currently is 
concentrating on alleged CIA 
involvement in plots to assassi­ 
nate foreign leaders. 
In an interview published to­ 
day in the Los Angeles Times, 
Richard Bissell, the CIA’s 
former chief of clandestine ser­ 
vices, said Maheu was the 
agency’s contact with Mafia 
figures in a plot to kill Castro. 
Maheu, who once ran Hughes’ 
gambling and other Nevada 
enterprises, came out of a two- 
hour meeting with the Senate 
panel and told reporters: "I 
will talk to you as soon as I have 
finished my testimony here. I 
will not duck out the back door. 
I’ll talk to you.” 
When Maheu was first called 
as a witness last month, he took 
the Fifth Amendment. 
After his testimony on Tues­ 
day, Maheu was magnanimous 
with reporters, saying he would 
tell all he knew after today’s 
meeting with the panel. 
Sen. Barry M. Goldwater, R- 
Ariz., meanwhile, suggested 
there may be a "contrived” 
conspiracy afoot against the 
CIA. 
“ ...I can’t rid myself of the 
feeling that the assault on our 
intelligence capacity is some­ 
how contrived and inspired by 
persons who do not have this 
country’s best interests at 
heart,” Goldwater, a member 
of the CIA committee, said. 


Ford enjoys 
sauna bath 


HELSINKI (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Ford found his first Fin­ 
nish sauna, including a self­ 
adm inistered beating with 
birch branches, delightful. 
The President paused for the 
sauna at the U.S. embassy 
residence Tuesday on his way 
from Helsinki airport to his 
protocol call on Finnish Presi­ 
dent Urho Kekkonen. 
"I want to keep my weight 
down. I don’t get enough exer­ 
cise,” Ford told Kekkonen 
later. 
The 
F innish P re sid e n t 
seemed suprised, probably be­ 
cause many non-Finns quail at 
the prospect of the steam heat, 
the plunge into cold water or 
snow and the birch-twig flai­ 
ling. 
“You liked?” he asked.

slow for 
auto firms 


DETROIT (UPI) - Spring 
quarter financial reports from 
two of the nation’s m ajor 
automakers indicate a slow 
recovery from the industry’s 
most prolonged slump since the 
Depression — and higher prices 
for car buyers. 
Top executives of General 
Motors and Chrsysler, in issu­ 
ing the reports Tuesday, said 
the bottom had been reached 
and the; industry is in an upsw­ 
ing that could mean a return to 
work for more than 100,000 
idled auto workers. 
But they also indicated the 
percentage of earnings to sales 
was down, strengthening indus­ 
try arguments for price in­ 
creases that could average $300 
a car on soon-to-be-introduced 
1976 models. 
A 6 per cent increase would 
boost the average car price 
$1,300 over the sticker price at 
the end of the 1973-model year. 
GM reported second quarter 
earnings of $333 million — more 
than five times its profits of the 
first quarter and up nearly 9 per 
• cent over the second quarter of 
last year. Chrysler reported its 
fourth straight quarterly loss — 
a second quarter record $58.7 
million but still an improve­ 
ment over the first quarter, 
which was, industry-wide, the 
worst in three decades. 
Chrysler executives said 
there should be a “consistent 
improvement in the automobile 
market.” GM executives pre­ 
dicted sales at a 9.5 million rate 
by the end of the year.

A boost in wholesale coffee 
prices — spurred by a severe 
frost in Brazil — may mean the 
U.S. consumer could pay at 
least 30 cents more for a pound 
of coffee But the predictions 
have triggered only isolated 
buying sprees at supermarkets 
around the nation. 
A spot check by United Press 
International showed shoppers 
were buying unusually large 
amounts of coffee at several 
supermarkets in Chicago and 
Los Angeles. But store manag­ 
ers in Atlanta, New York and 
Dallas said there had been no 
run on ground coffees or instant 
brands. 
Several store managers said, 
however, retail price increases 
were inevitable by mid-August 
following General Foods’ deci­ 
sion Monday to ra ise its 
wholesale prices by 20 cents a 


pound for ground coffee and by 
3 cents an ounce for instant and 
freeze-dried brands. 


Albert Ehlers of New York 
and Stewarts Private Blends 
Foods. Inc. of Chicago also 
boosted their coffee prices by 
an average of 10 cents. But 
most other coffee wholesalers 
still were studying the situa­ 
tion. 


Kurt Meisels, vice president 
of the Martinson Division of 
Tetley, Inc , said his company 
wjll raise its wholesale coffee 
prices, “ but we don’t know by 
exactly how much or when.” 
The price hikes were sparked 
by the worst frost damage in 50 
years to Brazil’s 1976 coffee 
crop. The price of coffee beans 
on international markets has 
soared as much as 60 per cent 
on reports 70 to 80 per cent of 
the crop may have been lost.

MOSCOW (UPI) - The Com­ 
munist p a rty new spaper 
Pravda published a letter Tues­ 
day compaining about the lack 
of good beer. 
Workers at a metallurgical 
factory in the Ural mountains 
town of Nizhny Tagil wrote in 
saying it was hard to follow the 
country’s antialcoholism cam­ 
paign because alternatives are 
not freely available. 
“It is very difficult to get a 
beer. Wherever they sell it, 
long lines immediately form 
and not everyone can afford to 
stand for an hour to get a beer,” 
they wrote. 
“It is refreshing to have a 
beer after a hard day at work,” 
they said. “In all our shops they 
sell vodka without lines,” the 
workers added plaintively. 
The problem of alcoholism 
almost always connected with 
vodka, is believed by most ex­ 
perts to be the leading Soviet 
social problem. 
The government has been try­ 
ing to convince the common 
man to switch from consump­ 
tion of vodka to beer and non­ 
alcoholic drinks.

Mrs. Ford better after 
sleeping off 'jet lag' 


HELSINKI (UPI) - Betty 
Ford declared today she had sl­ 
ept off a case of jet lag and 
proved it by hiking a mile uphill 
under the midday sun. 
“I feel marvelous,” she told 
reporters after a sightseeing 
hike in high-heeled shoes over 
cobblestone streets. 
Mrs. Ford also took the op­ 
portunity to explain why she 
had been forced to cancel all 
engagements Monday on the 
third day of a 10-day European 
tour that brought President 
Ford to Helsinki for a European 
security summit.

The wife of U.S. Ambassador 
Mark Evans Austad took Mrs. 
Ford by automobile to see the 
farm ers’ open air m arket 
located on the docks between 
the offices of Finnish President 
Urho Kekkonen and the Rus­ 
sian liner Mikhail Kalinin, 
which carried the Kremlin staff 
to the summit. 
Mrs. Ford was to have driven 
up from the harb o r to a 
restaurant for lunch, but in­ 
stead she dismissed the car and 
chose to walk. 
In the market, where women 
buy fresh farm produce and 


young men observe the tradi­ 
tional parade of Helsinki 
blondes, Mrs. Ford paid $1.80 
for a pair of twisted metal earr­ 
ings for herself and spent 
another $1.80 for what she 
described as a “pinky ring” for 
her daughter, Susan. 


For anotner *y she also 
bought a small orange and 
black cloth wall hanging 
depicting a Finnish Lapland 
reindeer. She said she intended 
to hang it in the family ski lodge 
in Vail, Colo. 


Mrs. Ford’s visit caused a 
stir at the market. Some 
children emerged from the 
crowd to present her with five 
bouquets of wild flowers and a 
portly, balding flower salesman 
presented the first lady with 
one long stemmed red rose. 


Leaving the market, Mrs. 
Ford turned and marched up 
the long hill, past the Lutheran 
cathedral, the foreign ministry, 
a monument to the Russian 
czar Alexander I,who gave the 
Finnish people their first 
measure of freedom and a 
statue of Alexander III. who 
took it away. 
Mrs. Austad at times iagged 
behind Mrs. Ford during the 
walk. 
“Walking in the sun — it feels 
marvelous,” Mrs. Ford said.

SACRAMENTO (U Pl) ~ 
Bishop Roger Mahony, chair­ 
man of the new state Agricul­ 
tural Labor Relations Board, 
says preventing violence in 
California fields will depend 
mainly on how well the board 
conducts its initial secret ballot 
union elections. 
If the growers and farm 
workers believe they are being 
treated fairly in the first few 
state-sanctioned elections, he 
said, "then there is going to be 
a sense of confidence and hope, 
and I believe people are not go­ 
ing to be despair^ and turn to 
violence. 
"If we don’t do our job well," 
the auxilliary bish(^ of Uie 
Fresno Roman Catholic 
Diocese told reporters Tues­ 
day, "then things could become 
very difficult.” 
"I think the avoidance of 
violence is going to depend 
mainly on how well we can per­ 
form in the first couple of 
weeks," said Mahony, who has 
been active in the farm labor 
struggle since Cesar Chavez 
staged his first strike in 1965. 
"I really feel there is a good 
spirit of wanting to make this 
work because we have no alter­ 
native,” the 39-year-old Hol- 
l^ood native said. "If this 
doesn’t work, where are 
we?" 
Mahony already has been at­ 
tacked by Assembly Republi­ 
can Leader Robert Beverly, 
who claimed the bishop was not 
a "disinterested individual" in 
the farm labor dispute because 
he once marched with Chavez, 
leader of the United Farm 
Workers Union. 
But Mahony, who said he 
played a "caiciliatory role"’ in 
the farm labor strife, denied he 
ever walked picket lines with 
Chavez.

farmers 


seek rain 
United Press International 
Midwest farmers watched 
the skies for signs of needed 
rain, but ail that hung above 
them was a blazing sun. It’s 
been that way for days. 
Iowa’s com crop once was 
shaping up into record prc^r- 
tions. Now it crackled In the 
wind, baked by long, hot days 
without rain — and now 
farmers hoped the rains would 
come and give them simply a 
respectable crop. The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
however, insisted it wasn’t all 
that bad. 
Iowa Agriculture Secretary 
Robert Lounsberry said the dry 
spell probably has cut com 
yields by 20 bushels per acre 
and could chop 50 bushels off 
the per-acre yields if rain is not 
forthcoming. 
But USDA Director of Eco­ 
nomics Don Paarlberg said he 
does not think drought has 
seriously cut into the nation’s 
crop and still believes the 1975 
harvest will be a record. He 
said reports of serious threats 
to the crop are premature. 
The USDA in Washington 
termed com belt crop prospects 
better than normal but cau­ 
tioned that “ additional 
moisture is needed to maintain 
rapid development.” 
Agricultural officials in 
several Midwest and Plains 
states said crops were hurting 
from searing heat and lack of 
rain -- six weeks without rain in 
parts of Kansas. 
Hot, dry weather seared the 
upper Midwest from the Dako- 
tas to Minnesota, and the mer­ 
cury climbed to 106 at Phillip, 
S.D., Tuesday. 
The South Dakota crop 
reporting service said com and 
soybean growth was at a stand­ 
still in many areas and com 
leaves were curling and stalks 
"firing," or turning brown. 
Nebraska livestock growers 
were warned to kwp close 
watch on their stock in the hot, 
humid weather.

Salt flats 


said to be 


dissolving 
B O N N E V ILLE 
SALT 
FLA’TS, UUh (U PI) - The 
Bureau of Land Management 
will spend $80,000 during Uie 
next two years to determine 
why the famed Bonneville Salt 
Flats Speedway is dissolving. 
Utah BLM Director Paul 
Howard said Tuesday the study 
is aimed at resolving a dispute 
over what is causing the salt 
depletion. The two prime 
suspects are Uie weather and a 
chemical potash plant. 
Auto racing clubs blame the 
chemical company, which 
draws brine from long ditches 
running parallel to Uie high­ 
speed raceway. The company 
believes a natural wet weather 
cycle is responsible. 
'The UUh Geological Survey 
completed a study of the flats 
last winter. The study found the 
track had lost 13 million tons of 
salt over tfie last 14 years. 
The sUte geologists said Ue 
salt depth along the 15-mile 
track had decreased as much as 
one foot in some places — pos­ 
ing a safety hazard to 600- 
m.p.h., rocket-powered race 
cars such as those driven by 
Gary Gabelich and Craig 
Breedlove. 
"If Uie race track is to be 
preserved, then some means 
must be developed to stop the 
depletion of the salt, or to 
restore the salt at the same 
rate It is lost," the sUte report 
said.

But both Uie sUte geologisU 
and federal agencies responsi­ 
ble for the track say the study 
was inconclusive on the cause 
of depletion. 
"We don’t know if its the 
poUsh, the wind or the wet 
cycle," said Howard RiUma, 
assisUnt director of the UUh 
Geological Survey.

W isconsin has 


highest taxes 
NEW YORK (U PI) - People 
in Wisconsin pay the highest 
sUte and local Uxes of any 
Americans, and residents of 
Louisiana pay the lowest, ac­ 
cording to Money magazine. 
The magazine, in its August 
edition, said Wisconsin resi­ 
dents pay an average of $3,219 a 
year in Uxes, compared to the 
$662 paid by thosee in 
Louisiana. 
After Wisconsin, the highest 
taxed sUtes are MinnesoU at 
$2,894, New York at $2,755 and 
Massachusetts at $2,637. 
After Louisiana, the lowest 
Uxed sUtes are Florida at $899, 
Wyoming at $903 and Nevada at 
$949. All others pay an average 
Ux in excess of $1,000 a year, 
the magazine said 
Generally, persons in the 
South paid the lowest taxes, and 
residents in the Midwest and 
Northeast the highest. 
Money said the wide varia­ 
tions are for two principal 
reasons: Some states and 
localities are stingier with ser­ 
vices than others, and some 
place a heavier Ux burden on 
businesses. 
In Louisiana, for example, 
the magazine placed the 
average Ux at $662 — about 
one-fifth of that paid in 
Wisconsin. Louisiana gets 30 
per cent of its Ux revenues 
from a tax on exploiUtion of oil 
and other natural resources — a 
Ux first enacted in the days of 
Gov. Huey Long.

The mansion is the latest vic­ 
tim of a general belt tightening 
in the Hefner magazine empire. 
It will dose Sept. 1, ending the 
era of "afterdark’’ parties for 
the world’s "beautiful people."

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The 
state Board of Equalization has 
set the electrical energy sur­ 
charge rate which will finance 
operations of the state Energy 
Resources Conservation and 
I^velopment Commission.

Tom Underwood, a 21-year old rookie 
left-hander from Kokomo, Ind., is stirr­ 
ing up memories among long-suffering 
Philadelphia fans of the famous “ Whiz 
Kids” of the 1950 season. 
That was the last season in whcih the 
Phillies won a penant and they ac­ 
complished it with young players like 
Robin Roberts, Curt Simmons and Gran­ 
ny Hamner leading the way. 
This Philadelphia team is more 
m atu re than the 1950 club but 
Underwood’s "a green pea” even by 
Whiz Kid standards. Yet he is turning out 
to be the Phillies’ most dependable pitch­ 
er and a key factor in their hopes to win 
the National League’ Eastern Division 
title. 
Underwood, once called “ the best 
young left-handed pitching prospect I’ve 
ever seen” by former Phillies star Jim 
Bunning, pitched a four-hitter Tuesday 
night when the Phillies beat the division- 
leading Pittsburgh Pirates, 5-1, and 
moved to within 3Va games of first place. 
“ I was very nervous during the after­ 
noon,” said Underwood after the game.

Why fans love the Dodgers 


WALTER O’MALLEY, the man who brought big 
league baseball to the West Coast, and a touch of 
class to his ballpark.

LOS ANGELES - (NEA) - 
The scoreboard that hovers 
over the left field bleachers in 
Dodger Stadium flashes a mes­ 
sage: 
H APPY 
BIRTHDAY 
G REETING S 
MARILYN 
GROPER WEST LA IAN 
HOVEY DETROIT 
Later, in the same game, the 
scoreboard lights up another 
greeting: 
WELCOME TO ANDERS 
MANSON STOCKHOLM, 
SWEDEN 
Within a week, Marilyn 
Groper in West Los Angeles, 
Ian Hovey in Michigan and 
Anders Manson in Sweden will 
receive, gratis, a 5 x 7 glossy 
photograph of the scoreboard 
which flickered those per­ 
sonalized messages. 


Over the summer, the Los 
Angeles Dogers, from the 
publicity office of Fred Claire, 
will mail out 5,000 such photos 
at a cost of 95 cents each (for 
printing, m ailing folder, 
stamp). 


Sometimes, underneath that 
scoreboard, the fans get a little 
raucous. The Dodgers had to 
cut out the sale of beer after 
Pete Rose of the Cincinnati 
Reds kindly threw a ball there 


and unkindly got the ball back 
or his posterior. A special detail 
of the Los Angeles Police 
Department has roamed the 
area, and six security guards 
have checked bleacher fans for 
hidden beverages 
Yet every Sunday, the 
Dodgers send their players into 
the stands of the stadium for 
half an hour to sign autographs 
and get close to the fans Even 
reliever Mike Marshall, a 
notorious autograph recluse, 
goes. 
The selling of the Dodgers, 
claims Peter O’Malley, the 
president of the club (and son of 
Walter F., now chairman of the 
board), results from hard work 
"I can’t imagine,” he says, 
“any organization putting in 
more hours at the park than we 
do. We try to involve the fans as 
much as possible. The fans en­ 
joy it out here.” 


"The O’Malleys have done an 
exellent job of selling the team 
to the community,” observes 
visiting pitching star Tom 
Seaver of the New York Mets, 
who used to sit out in the 
bleachers when he was a stu­ 
dent at USC in Los Angeles. 
“The leftfield scoreboard 
which also recognizes groups 
and different suburbs makes 
the people feel as if they’re part 


of the team It’s as if O’Malley 
is presenting to the fans, 
Ladies and gentlemen, your 
Los Angeles Dodgers ’ 
“It’s something they don’t do 
in New York 
They don’t 
recognize the community 
In 
our ball park, they say, 'You 
come here and we’re going to 
entertain you.' It’s not like here 
where they say, 'We’re happy to 
have you with us.” 
“This,” points Andy Messer- 
smith from the sunken dugout 
at field level, “is the best place 
to play baseball.” 
Messersmith has a unique 
vantage point. He also used to 
pitch for the neighboring 
C a lifo rn ia A n gels near 
Disneyland and has the rare 
distinction of being a 20-game 
winner in both the American 
and National Leagues. 


“I was despressed initially 
when I found out I was traded to 
the Dodgers,” he admits. “I 
was leaving old friends. But the 
Dodgers are No. 1. We were 
fighting for third down there in 
Anaheim I think the National 
League is the better draw, es­ 
pecially the Dodgers. They 
have a tremendous following all 
over the country.” 
A1 Dooming, also a Dodger 
pitcher and a World Series 
starter in ‘74, broke in with the 


New York Yankees "Nothing.” 
he says, “will match the excite­ 
ment of playing in Yankee 
Stadium. You were part of New 
York. The whole atmosphere is 
different here The fans, they’ll 
come out and watch you play. 
But they're cold, and that’s it.” 
In the ninth inning of a close 2-1 
tussle with the New York Mets, 
fans were streaming out to beat 
the traffic. 
The enigma of the Dodgers' 
popularity is that they don’t 
have many personalities to sell. 
Mike Marshall, the iconoclastic 
Cy Young Award winner, is the 
closest thing to a drawing card. 
Steve Garvey, the MVP winner 
last year, was criticized by his 
own team m ates as “ too 
b u sin esslik e." And their 
manager, Walter Alston, who 
has worked on one-year con­ 
tracts for the last 22 years, has 
to be baseball’s most prosaic 
man, an anomaly in star­ 
conscious southern California. 
A post-game interview with 
Alston is like sitting on a fence 
in Darrtown, 0. (his home 
town), watching traffic go by. 
In his manager’s cubicle, while 
eager reporters press close, he 
chews on a slice of boiled ham 
pressed between two slivers of 
white bread, mulls a question, 
belches once and allows, “No, 
I’m not going to change my 


lineup because we lost.” The 
long pauses between bits of con­ 
versation are not pregnant. 
Later, Alston expounds on the 
phenomenon of the Dodgers as 
an attraction: 
“In 1973, we had seven or 
eight inexperienced players A 
lot of people feel we blew the 
pennant. (The Dodgers, after 
leading their division into 
September, finished second ) I 
don’t. We won 95 games. Men 
like Davey Lopes. Ron Cey, Bill 
Russell, Bill Buckner, Steve 
Garvey hadn’t played much. 
Now I think the fans feel these 
are their boys, especially after 
winning last year. 
“We draw because this is a 
sports-minded town. We are 
No 1 climate-wise, parkwise, 
fan-wise and player-wise.” 
R a m s’ ow ner C arroll 
Rosenbloom, experienced with 
fickle fans, counters, “I don’t 
know what’ll happen if they 
start losing. This is a town that 
goes for winners " 
To draw three million spec­ 
tators, the Dodgers would have 
to average 37,500 for each of 
their 80 playing dates Breaking 
fast, they led their division and 
were right on target until the 
Reds overhauled them in early 
June. Only a closing charge on 
the spurting Reds — attendance 
dropped as Cincinnati pulled 


away before the All-Star break 
— can put them in reach of that 
attendance goal again. 
But Peter O’Malley, the 
president of the Dodgers, isn’t 
disturbed He figures that he 
still has the big game in town 
“Five or six years ago." he 
says, “it was popular to take a 
shot at baseball. Now it's pop­ 
ular to take a shot at pro foot­ 
ball 
“ In southern California, 
we’re the bell cow.” 
He has the statistics to prove 
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softball

By MILTON RICHMAN 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Casey 
Stengel, who’ll be K> today, 
is “glad to be alive,” and 
although the doctors are order­ 
ing him to quit talking so much 
and save his strength, he still 
wants to speak up for an old bal­ 
lplayer of his, Billy Martin, the 
one they used to call “his boy.“ 
For years, Stengel and 
Martin didn’t talk. The es­ 
trangement between them was 
due mostly to Martin He felt he 
had given everything he had for 
Stengel and that the old man 
hadn't gone to bat for him with 
the front office sufficiently to 
dissuade the Yankees from 
trading him to Kansas City in 
1957. 
On his own, however, Martin 
approached Stengel during the 
winter meetings in Houston 
seven years later and spoke 
with him. The two men became 
friends again. Now that Martin 
has been fired by the Texas 
Rangers, dismissed a third 
time as manager by a club he 
has boosted in the standings, 
Stengel has a few things to say 
about his tempestuous former 
second baseman with the 
Yankees. 
“ He’s a gahdamn good 
manager,” Casey says. “He 
might be a little selfish about 


some of the things he does and 
he may think he knows more 
about baseball than anybody 
else, but it wouldn’t surprise 
me if he-wuz right. He knows 
the slickest way of makin’ plays 
you ever saw, and he’s an out- 
standing man from his 
shoulders up. Put that in there. 
“Martin’s really advanced 
himself I’ll tell you this about 
him: He played for me at 
Oakland in the Pacific Coast 
League and I hadda send him 
down lower in the minors. He 
hit .393 I’m pretty sure it was, 
and you can look it up, then he 
come back to Oakland and from 
there he went to the Yankees. " 
Casey’s memory still is 
reasonably sharp. Martin hit 
393 the year he was sent down. 
Casey's 85th birthday today 
will be a quiet one at his 
home in Glendale, Calif., where 


he has hired someone to help 
him look after the house since 
his wife, Edna, had to be placed 
in a rest home some time ago. 
Today he will visit his wife, 
with whom he will share his 
birthday. 
“I go to see her every day,” 
he says. “It’s not far. They 
decided I should not drive a car 
anymore so I got someone to 
drive me. I’m still active 
enough. I can walk all right, but 
I’m handicapped because I’m 
kinda sick in the stomach and 
don’t wanna eat. I still work for 
the Mets and wear one of their 
hats all the time. I went to New 
York not long ago for their Old 
Timers’ Game for two days and 
damn near collapsed signing 
autographs. I signed for 
everybody and anybody in the 
ballpark who asked me and I 
did a good job.”

Levi plans 
suing Arabs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - At­ 
torney General Edward Levi 
says be is contemplating suing 
Arab oil producing nations in 
U.S. courts for possible viola­ 
tion of antitrust laws. 


"If we had foreign concerns I 
making price-fixing agree­ 
m ents w hich a ffe c t the 
American market we would say 
those are cartel agreements 
that violate the Sherman Act,” 
Levi said Tuesday. 
The Arab oil nations, mem­ 
bers of the Organization of 
P etr o le u m 
E x p o rtin g 
Countries, imposed an embargo 
on the United States and other 
countries in the winter of 1973. 


OPEC steadily raised prices 
from a level of about $2.50 a 
barrel before the embargo to 
nearly $20 a barrel on some 
sales. Months after the embar­ 
go the price stabilized at $11 to 
$12, but today it ranges from $12 
to $13. 
Levi said questions that have 
yet to be decided are whether 
the Sherman Act’s prohibition 
against cartels can be made to 
apply to foreign governments 
as well as companies. 
Asked if he were merely rais­ 
ing a "rhetorical question,” 
Levi said, "I don’t just go 
around making rhetorical ques­ 
tions. I think it’s something we 
have to look at. 
"Yes, it’s something I’m 
looking at.”

CIA official 
admits link 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Richard Bissell, former CIA 
chief of clandestine services, 
said he personally approved 
plans to use the Mafia to assas­ 
sinate Fidel Castro in the early 
1960s, the Los Angeles Times 
reported today. 
Reports on the operation 
were given directly to Allen 
Dulles, then director of the 
agency, but he does not know 
whether President John Kenne­ 
dy was aware of it, Bissell was 
quoted as saying 
It was the first statement by 
a former member of the CIA’s 
inner council confirming re­ 
ports of the CIA-Mafia link to 
kill Castro. 


The contact w as made 
through the late Col. Sheffield 
Edwards, then the agency’s 
director of security, and Robert 
Maheu, former right hand man 
of billionaire Howard Hughes, 
Bissell told the Times. 


"Sheff Edwards talked to me 
about it. I approved of what he 
was doing,” Bissell was quoted 
as saying. 


Caltrans may layoff 6,000 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Governor Edmund G. Brown 
Jr., was told Tuesday that the 
state transportation depart­ 
ment has money problems 
caused by fixed income and 
skyrocketing expenses which 
may force layoffs of a "major 
proportion” of its 6,000 
employes. 
Brown said the state, like in­ 
dividuals, will have to lower its 
expectations and learn to get 
along with less, perhaps for 
years to come. 
Robert Best, chief deputy 
director of Caltrans, said a 
ireliminary layoff plan would 
formalized in October with 
cutbacks beginning Jan. 1. 
The problem facing Caltrans 
is that its gas tax and other 
revenues have leveled off 
because drivers are cutting 
back on gas usage. 
At a two-hour hearing attend­ 
ed by Brown, Best said that 
even with a complete freeze on 
building new freeways, gas tax 
revenues will be insufficient to 
allow the department to main- 


tain and rehabilitate the ones 
already built. 
The governor bluntly in­ 
formed Caltrans officials that 
many people and government 
agencies must be satisfied with 
a lower standard of living than 
they had in the past, 
Brown said, "It’s not enough 
to just take an ongoing program 
and pump more money into it 
just for the sake of keeping it 
alive. It's sometimes a salutary 
thing to pause. We have to find 
where best to put our limited 
dollars.” 
Best told the governor that 
just to keep up with maintenan­ 
ce, roadway repair and badly 
needed busways and ramp 
meters "that we think are 
necessary” would require a 
one cent increase in the gas tax 
now and probably another pen­ 
ny increase in three to four 
years. The tax now is 7 cents 
per gallon. 
Brown was told that an im­ 
mediate 5.3-cent gas tax in­ 
crease was needed to pay for 
even a moderate construction 


program in addition to freeway 
upkeep. 
Near the end of the session 
Brown said there must be 
changes made in the grandiose 
transportation plans drawn up a 
decade ago on the premises of 


unlimited fuel supplies, a de­ 
mand for big cars and a grow­ 
ing population. 
1 The question before us is not 
whether the expectations might 
have to be adjusted, but rather 
how far down the adjustment 


ought to be made,” he said. 
"There’s a gap between 
reality and our own inflated ex­ 
pectations,” Brown said, "and 
there’s going to be some 
anguished moments — maybe 
years — ahead of us.”

Asked if he realized he had 
"created a monster’’ when he 
developed LSD, Hoffman said, 
"Yes. at first I did.” 
And its illegal use "makes me 
very unhappy. I think legal 
retrictions should continue on 
the drug.”

Governor Edmund G. Brown, Jr. has 
liberals and conservatives shaking their 
heads because he has thrown both sides of the 
ideological spectrum into confusion. He is 
termed “ unpredictable” and more often, 
“ freaky” as he charts new courses for 
himself and state government.

He has been described as “an enigma wrap­ 
ped in a mystery.”

California, the nation’s major 
producer of ripe olives, almonds, 
lemons, avacados, artichokes and other 
specialty crops, may soon add yet 
another to its list. This is the pistachio, 
that sometimes hard to open but 
desireable nut which has suddenly all but 
disappeared from the marketplaces. 
The new agricultural opportunity for 
the state traces directly to the actions of 
the Shah of Iran, whose oil export cur­ 
tailments and price hikes have had a 
devastating effect upon this nation’s 
economy. 
But his curtailment of pistachio ex­ 
ports promises a different result for 
California. For, Iran has for decades 
been the world’s only significant grower 
and export of pistachios. Apparently 
flush with the profits from oil, the 
country has now become a self-consumer 
of its nut crop, buying fully half of its 
crops for diet supplements for its school 
children. 
The predictable result has been a 
marked shortage of the nuts in this 
country and a not surprising soaring of 
prices for the few now available. U.S. 


Pistachios 


imports, once running to 33 million 
pounds a year, are down to a tenth of 
that. The imports are expected to dwin­ 
dle even more as high prices drive off de­ 
mands. 
California agriculture, still the alert, 
innovative and aggressive industry 
which has made it a leader in many 
fields, especially the specialty crops, is 
responding to the opportunity with 
alacrity. 
Where only 370 acres of pistachios, a 
crop particularly indigenous to Califor­ 
nia, were in production a year ago, there 
is now a total of some 18,000 acres 
planted, mostly in the southern San Joa­ 
quin Valley. 
Despite the ideally suited climate, this 
state’s agriculturists have heretofore 
opted to other drops. This is probably 
due to the long growing period from 
planting to marketable bearings. It takes 
five year for the trees to produce in 
marketable quantity and 40 years to at­ 
tain peak production, according to Dave 
Fiddyment, Roseville grower and 
nurseryman. He also points out the fact 
that the trees are alternate bearers,

Fighting Lady' 
Cardiologist talks about bicycling 
begins new life 


BAYONNE, N.J 
(UPI) - 
"The Fighting Lady" won her 
fame in the Pacific during 
World War II. The Lady today 
is in retirement — but neither 
gone nor forgotten 
Joey Sharkey Jr., 12, and his 
brother, Kenny, 10, watched the 
32-year-old aircraft carrier 
Yorktown turned over to South 
Carolina Monday and decided 
her future as a museum was a 
good thing 
The boys, dressed in their 
Sunday best, accompanied their 
father, who was 19 when he saw 
action on "The Fighting Lady" 
in the Pacific in World War II, 
to 
the Yorktown’s flight deck 
for the ceremony. Then tugs set 
out to tow her on a week-long 
voyage to Charleston. 
"I wish they could keep it 
here,” said Joey, to whom 
South Carolina seemed far 
away from his North Babylon, 
N.Y., home. "But I guess it’s a 
good thing they are taking it so 
the young people will know how 
it was in the Second World 
W ar” 
Battleships and other naval 
vessels have been established 
as war memorials and mu­ 
seums, but the Yorktown, with 
15 WWII battle stars and ser­ 
vice off Korea and Vietnam, is 
the first carrier scheduled for 
that end. 
Five tugs nosed her down 
New York Harbor on the start 
of the 700-mile journey, from 
her berth beside two sister car­ 
riers, their paint peeling and 
their futures the scrap heap. 
They are the Essex and the 
Shangri-La. The Randolph was 
towed cff for scrap last week. 
Yorktown will become the 
central vessel in the Patriots 
Point Naval and Maritime 
Museum under development in 
Charleston Harbor, a project 
for which the South Carolina 
legislature has appropriated $3 
million for starters. 
Joe Sharkey and four other 
"plank owners," veterans who 


were among the crew when the 
40,000-ton ship was commis­ 
sioned April 4, 1943, joined a 
South Carolina delegation on 
the flight deck where young 
Joey’s poim that the carrier’s 
preservation would help future 
generations understand a major 
part of the nation's history was 
made repeatedly, 
Rear Adm. Herman J. Kos- 
sler, Ret., executive director of 
The Patriots Point Authority, 
spoke of a $162,000 paint job to 
be started on the Yorktown’s 
arrival at the newly dredged 
berth beside the 500-acre 
Patriots Point development. 
"We’re going to make her 
look like she did years ago,” 
said Kossler, who commanded 
a submarine that sunk a 
Japanese carrier in The Ma­ 
riannas fighting where "The 
Fighting Lady" won much of 
her fame. 
"She is going to be treated as 
a lady should be in South 
Carolina —with tender loving 
care and respect,” said that 
state’s lieutenant governor, 
Brantley Harvey Jr. He signed 
a paper accepting delivery of 
the Yorktown from the Navy. 
Ed Sarkisian, a m arine 
sergeant, pointed to where a 
Kamikaze pilot dropped a bomb 
from which Sarkisian received 
shrapnel in his leg. He said the 
Japanese then tried to dive his 
plane into the ship and crashed 
in flames in the sea instead. 
Charles Hyatt, chairman of 
the Patriots Point Authority, 
told of plans to purchase air­ 
planes for display aboard "The 
Fighting Lady” and to show the 
motion picture of that name to 
her visitors. 
Jam es T. Bryan J r ., of 
Veterans USS Yorktown As­ 
sociation, said their next reu­ 
nion would be aboard their own 
ship when she is dedicated Oct. 
13, the 200th anniversary of the 
Navy. He said President Ford 
and Navy Secretary J. William 
Middendorf were invited to at­ 
tend. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - If you 
depend on bicycling to get in 
shape and stay there, use gears 
that require you to exert a good 
deal of pedaling effort. 
The advice is from Dr. John 
Finkenstaedt, a cardiologist 
who bikes over 100 miles on 
weekends. 
The associate director of the 
Life Extension Institute in New 
York said if you use the easiest 
pedaling gear — well, you’ll not 
get much out of biking. 
Touching on the physiological 
value of biking, he said: 
"Oxygen is all important for 


human survival. The ability of 
the body to take in oxygen and 
utilize it depends on the condi­ 
tion of the oxygen system This 
includes the lungs, blood cells, 
heart and tissues. 
"The individual’s fitness is 
determined by his maximal ox­ 
ygen uptake." 
Biking makes you better in 
that department. 
Finkenstaedt counsels some 
of America’s top corporate ex­ 
ecutives whose companies sent 
them to Life Extension for 
preventive medicine checkups. 
In an interview, he recom­ 


mended an exercise formula for 
getting in shape and staying 
there — through the bicycle 
habit. 
First, he suggests a slow, 
easy cycling period of a few 
minutes warm up 
This is followed by faster 
cycling periods for five to six 
minutes each. These can be 
broken up with intervals of sl­ 
ower cycling 
Increasing endurance is the 
key to getting in good shape and 
staying there. 
Finkenstaedt said pedaling at 
the same rate every day will 


stabilize endurance Thus, 10 
miles per hour for one hour dai­ 
ly, will cause a leveling of en­ 
durance. 
"On the other hand," he said, 
"if you cycle at 10 miles per 
hour for 30 minutes and 15 miles 
per hour for 15 minutes, your 
endurance will be greater than 
the steady 10 miles per hour 
speed " 
The cardiologist suggested 
for following if you’re planning 
a good-sized bike trip 
— Eat a meal at least two 
hours before the start of a trip. 
This should include carbohy­ 


drates such as fruits which con­ 
tain simple sugars and some 
starches. The heart muscles 
use carbohydrates more effi­ 
ciently than fats. 
— Carry some carbohydrates 
on the trip Fruit or candy — to 
provide quick energy. 
— Carry a canteen of water to 
replace vitally needed lost 
fluids If cycling 50 miles or 
more, it is recommended that 
the cyclist carry a proprietary 
replacement solution such as 
Gatorade, Accolade or some­ 
thing of the sort instead of fruit, 
candy or water 


After the bike hike avoid a hot 
shower. 
"A hot shower immediately 
after strenuous exercise lowers 
the blood pressure and disturbs 
the heart rate,” he said.

Caviar popular 
despite recession 


NEW YORK (UPI) - "The 
play, I remember, pleased not 
the million; ‘twas caviare to 
the general." —Hamlet, Act II, 
Scene II. 
Shakespeare’s quote might 
once have been applied as well 
to caviar itself. But no more. 
"The demand is strong, the 
supply is short," said Arnold 
Hanscn-Sturm, fifth generation 
of his fam ily to run this 
co u n try's la rg e st ca v iar 
importing firm. He has long 
since removed the last half of 
that quotation from the backs of 
his tins of sturgeon eggs. 
The best —fresh beluga 
m alo sso l, which Hansen- 
Sturm’s firm imports from Iran 
—sells for $100 to $110 a pound. 
"There is a saying that if you 
have to ask the price you don’t 
eat caviar,” said Hansen- 
Sturm. He said that still applies 
to the fresh beluga and it sells 
well in the recession just as it 
did in the depression. 
“ The wealthy are always 
wealthy." 
But gourmet cooking courses 
and the energy crisis have put 
the one-time delicacy of royalty 
into many homes, if not on 
every table, Hansen-Sturm said. 
"Housewives are doing more 
and more entertaining at home 
both because of the energy 
crisis and tight money," he 
said. "They are serving caviar 
and pate de fois gras. But there 
is a shift to the less expensive 
grades." 
Not fresh and refrigerated 
but more salted and vacuum- 
packed and available on super­ 
market shelves are two-ounce 
jars of imported osetra — 
medium size eggs, rather than 
large —for about $10. The price 
for a comparable jar ranges 
down to domestic red caviar 
from salmon, $2.50, or lumpfish 
caviar, as little as 79 cents. 
Hansen-Sturm’s 
Romanoff 
Caviar Co., exclusive distribu- 


tor of Iranian caviar from the 
Caspian Sea, has had to rush by 
air from Tehran more and more 
of the fresh beluga — par­ 
ticularly favored by cruise 
ships for their status-conscious 
passengers —because of the 
growing shortage. 
"We heard this week from 
Iran to expect a 50 per cent 
reduction in deliveries because 
the spring osetra catch was so 
short," he said. 
Contributing to the shortage, 
Hansen-Sturm said, are smaller 
catches resulting from the time 
it takes sturgeon to mature —15 
years for beluga —and a reduc­ 
tion in feeding grounds caused 
by an annual drop in the level of 
the Caspian Sea. 
Hansen-Sturm’s ancestors es­ 
tablished the firm in 1835 to 
operate fishing stations on the 
Volga River and export Russian 
caviar to Europe under a 
Czarist contract that ended 
with the 1917 Russian Revolu­ 
tion. After that, the firm 
managed to handle some Rus­ 
sian caviar, sometimes surrep- 
ticiously. 
Ferdinand Hansen came to 
America in 1859 and exported to 
Europe high-quality caviar 
produced in this country until 
the industrial revolution’s 
pollution ruined the quality of 
domestic sturgeon at the turn of 
the century. 
In 1954, the Shah of Iran 
nationalized the caviar indus­ 
try, run until then by Russians. 
Hansen-Sturm’s firm became 
Iran’s exclusive distributor and 
in three years Iranian caviar 
captured 90 per cent of the 
„ world market the Russians had 
dominated. 
Oil paintings of the relatives 
who’ve run the firm before him 
decorate Hanson-Sturm’s Man­ 
hattan office. 
He talked of them and said 
one thing they have learned is 
"a short supply keeps the price 
high."

Every needy college student 
has a rich uncle. His name is 
Sam. 
Last school year Uncle had 
$535 million to pass out — no 
strings, no interest — to needy 
students. 
But, funny thing; he could 
only give away $400 million un­ 
der the program known as 
Basic Education Opportunity 
Grants. No one applied for the 
rest. 
For the college year starting 
up in September, therefore, 
there will be $795 million in the 
basic grant kitty controlled by 
the Office of Education, 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare. That includes 
the $135 million left over from 
last year. 
Eligible sudents may be 


awarded anywhere from $200 to 
$1,400 a year to help meet 
educational expenses. The 
grants may not cover more 
than one-half of the total cost of 
education.

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Chemicals in our annual diet 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The average Am erican — 
without knowing it —consumes 
22 pounds of chemicals in food 
annually because of the laxity 
of the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration, according to Dr, David 
Reuben 
Reuben, who told us all we 
wanted to know about sex, now 
wants to tell us how to keep our 
bodies healthy enough to enjoy 
it. 
His highest recommendation 
is to eat two cents worth of bran 
each day. 
‘i ’ve made a pledge not to 
consume non-food products,” 
said Reuben, who believes such 
products are found prevalently 
on supermarket shelves and 
dining establishments. 
“We have imitations of im­ 
itations,” he said. 
The gist of his new book, 
“The Save-Your-Life D iet,” 
(Random House, $7.95) is that a 
high fiber regimen, particularly 
the use of bran daily, is the best 
protection against disease, in­ 
cluding heart attacks and 
cancer of the colon. 


Interviewed at lunch in a 
bistro overlooking San Francis­ 
co Bay, Reuben also empha­ 
sized the need avoid chemicals, 
such as food additives, and to 
eat natural and nutritious 
meals. 
The FDA. he said, allows 64 
chemicals to be added to foods 
without being listed on the 
product’s label. 
“The FDA has the responsi­ 
bility to keep harmful sub­ 
stances from our bodies,” said 
Reuben. “Where are they when 
we need them?” 
Chemical additives, he said, 
are not put there for the con­ 
sumer's benefit but for the 
benefit of manufacturers. 
“That stuff doesn’t belong in 
a human being. It belongs in a 
laboratory,” said Reuben. “The 
only defense is not to use it.” 
Chewing gum, (Mice made of 
chicklet, he said, is now syn­ 
thetic wax or plastic. 
“A nation of Americans are 
happily chewing synthetic rub­ 
ber as they get cancer of the 
colon —unbelievable!” 
Reuben, who had a lunch con­ 


sisting of spinach salad, 
calamari and carrots (he skip­ 
ped the processed white rice), 
said food processors often 
become pontifical and hire peo­ 
ple to spread false impres­ 
sions. 
“ They’re telling us that 
poison is good for us.” 
“They tell us preservatives 
must be added to keep food 
from going bad. Let it go bad if 
its time is up.” 
Reuben said the most impor­ 
tant part of our life is being 
tampered with for reasons that 
have no validity. 
Food processors, he said, 
were “blackmailing us 
They 
say if we don’t put these poisons 
in your food it will cost more. 
They don't prove this 
“ T h ere’s 
a 
trem endous 
search on the part of more peo­ 
ple for natural food But most 
are getting pseudo-natural food 
cleverly packaged ” 
What Americans should do. 
he said, is return to a simple 
style of preparing and eating 
food that was practiced until 
about 100 years ago, the time of

battered and destitute 
but nobody's satellite

It does not take long for a 
visitor to get the strong feeling 
that the Vietnamese are nobo­ 
dy’s satellite, although they 
freely acknowledge their vast 
indebtedness to the Soviet bloc 
and the Chinese for material 
aid. especially military. For 
over 4.000 years, as they stress 
in conversation, written history 
and museum demonstrations, 
they have been repelling in­ 
vaders 
Now, with independ­ 
ence firmly in their grasp, they 
are not about to compromise it 
for anyone 
Their leaders strongly reflect 
this point of view. Prim e 
Minister Pham Van Dong 
emphasized to me as he had to 
others that in foreign policy 
Vietnam is willing to have 
friendly relations with any 
country, irrespective of recent 
past history 
Ta Quang Buu. the Cam­ 
bridge-educated minister of 
higher education, outlined uni­ 
quely Vietnamese approaches 
to the problem of integrating 
the vastly different educational 
systems of the North and the 
South. Dr Ton That Tung, the 
dynamic, French-trained direc­ 
tor of the Viet Due Hospital in 
Hanoi, combines elements of 
Chinese, French and American 
patterns in working out a new 
Vietnamese medical organiza­ 
tion.

jected automatic adoption of 
the Chinese commune model 
for Vietnam. 
The formulators of science 
research policy reject equally 
the diffuse Revolutionary Com­ 
mittee governance of Chinese 
research institutions and the 
frequently oligarchical style of 
control in the West. For better 
or worse, they are determined 
to do it their way. 
There can be no doubt, 
however, that if anyone has won 
the hearts and minds of the 
Vietnamese, it is the Russians. 
Evidence of their vast aid is 
everywhere, and it is not just 
military. Even the vast new 
scientific center in which 1 lec­ 
tured and worked is being 
financed and built bv Russians. 
Despite the b i t t e r e x ­ 
periences of the last 10 years, 
the Vietnamese claim to have 
no hatred of Americans, and 
despite the repeated invasions 
of the past, no xenophobia. 
Premier Pham Van Dong 
stronglyasserted his belief that 
the United States has a respon­ 
sibility for helping officially in 
the vast program of postwar 
reconstruction. But if such of­ 
ficial aid is not offered, the 
Vietnamese would be happy to 
accept unofficial aid on a “peo­ 
ple to people” basis. 
Certainly my contacts with 
Vietnamese, whether official or 
spontaneous, 
elicited only 
friendly greetings when my 
American nationality was 
revealed 


After 30 years of war. Viet­ 
nam is badly battered and prac­ 
tically destitute Despite hard 
work and intelligent organiza­ 
tion, the Vietnamese have a 
standard of living that would 
shock most Americans 
Ninety per cent of the people 
live on farms in houses without 
modem conveniences 
In the 
cities, where the average wage 
is 50 to 60 dongs a month (of­ 
ficially. 2 8 dongs equal one dol­ 
lar), a bicycle costs 800 to 1.000 
dongs, or more than a year's 
salary 
Yet. bikes are everywhere 
The cost of food and other 
necessities is low and stable A 
pair of shoes costs about 3 
dongs So while the Vietnamese 
people have food, clothes and 
shelter, they have little else in ‘ 
the way of material posses­ 
sions The long war robbed an 
entire generation of an easier 
life 
At the Thong Nhat (Unity) 
Hotel in Hanoi where I stayed 
for three weeks, the once or- I 
nate but now somewhat seedy 
lobby has become a meeting 
ground of many nations. Around 
the worn low tables lining the 
walls, 
French. 
German, 
English. Swiss. 
Polish, 
H u n g a r i a n . 
R u s s i a n , 
Norwegian and Swedish visitors 
talk and drink under slowly 
rotating ceiling fans Most have 
come to aid. some to trade 
I met Swedish. British and 
French medical teams who had 
come to help build and equip 
new hospitals 
Poles. East 
Germans and Hungarians were 
there mainly for business, and 
Norwegian trade union leaders 
offered a gift of unrestricted 
money to Vietnamese workers 
Journalists from Britain and 
Poland mingled with photogra­ 
phers from France and Switzer­ 
land. and with diplomats from 
Egypt, Algeria. Morocco, Pa­ 
kistan and Finland A band of 
Cuban workers, muscular and 
irrepressibly cheerful, was put­ 
ting up a new hotel with the ad­ 
vice of architects from Poland 
The Vietnamese gratefully and 
enthusiastically accept this at­ 
tention and aid. 
As the only American, 1 felt 
strangely out of place, and my 
presence invariably caused 
raised eyebrows and explorato­ 
ry conversations 
It was a 
revelation to many of these 
visitors that some Americans, 
like the group of scientists I 
represented, wanted to help 
their Vietnamese colleagues 
Is everybody out of step but 
us? Were President Ford and 
Secretary of State Kissinger 
correct in rejecting the concept 
of postwar American aid to th** 
new Vietnam; will we gain or 
lose by being on the outside 
looking in0 By 1980. the popula­ 
tion of Vietnam is expected to 
reach 50 million Reunification 
between North and South will 
certainly have been a c ­ 
complished by then, and aid 
from other nations will have 
helped to rebuild the country 
Will the new Vietnam have 
cause to adopt a friendly policy 
toward the United States0 This 
question needs to be re ­ 
examined by our leaders 
against the backdrop of our suc­ 
cessful restoration of the 
economies of Germany and 
Japan after World War II, and 
the diplomatic and economic 
benefits we reaped from so do­ 
ing.

Treasure search under way 


ABOARD THE TREASURE 
SHIP NORTHWIND (UPI) - 
O y s te rs and b a rn a c le s 
clustered on the breech and a 
half-inch crust circled the waist 
of the cannon, where two 
graceful bronze dolphins, 
curled in a dive, formed a ring 


^ f ts a t squat and ancient on the 
fantail of the Northwind, the 
water draining slowly back into 


the Gulf of Mexico. It was 353 
years old and it came from the 
grave of the Nuestra Señora de 
Atocha, the fabulous dream of 
the treasure hunters. 


The N uestra Señora de 
Atocha sailed from Havana 
Harbor on Sept. 4, 1622, bound 
for Spain with 20,000 pounds of 
tobacco, 30,000 pounds of cop­ 
per ingots, 901 silver ingots 


weighing 65 pounds apiece, an 
unlisted amount of gold and 300 
hands 
Three days later, the Atocha 
went to the bottom in a hur* 
ricane Treasure hunters have 
searched in vain for her since. 
They estimate she may yield 
$100 million in treasure 
She has. apparently, been 
found 
The cannon came off the 


ocean floor grudgingly. The 
sweating crew spent 30 minutes 
jockeying the 1,400-pound can­ 
non — a medium artillery pice 
then called a pieza — into posi­ 
tion on the fantail. 
Duncan Mathewson, an un­ 
derwater archaeologist, exam­ 
ined the clearly defined shield 
crest of Philip III, Spanish king 
in the early 1600s. He scraped 
black grime off below the crest 


and the inscription "Ano 1607," 
the year the cannon was cast, 
came to light. More rubbing 
and the figures "3110" ap­ 
peared. 
Mathewson consulted a list 
obtained from the Spanish 
archives in Seville. He was 
jubilant, pointing to the 12th 
figure on a list of cannon and 
their weights. 
"This is positive identifica­ 


tion this cannon came from the 
Atocha,” he declared. 
Treasure Salvors Inc., headed 
by Mel Fisher, 52, of Gary* Ind., 
found bits of the wreckage last 
year, culminating nearly seven 
years of searching the ocean 
floor every 37Mi feet for 
hundreds of thousands of square 
miles off the Marquesas. 
Since then, they have picked 
up dribs of treasure, $6 million 


worth — a few gold coins, per­ 
sonal jewelry, vases, ships' in­ 
struments and two silver bars 
whose registered markings 
gave them the first confirma­ 
tion the Atocha lay somewhere 
beneath their feet. 
The cannon hauled up Thurs­ 
day cemented the claim. The 
Spanish carefully weighed each 
cannon cast and etched the 
weight on the barrel. No two 


cannon weighed exactly the 
same. 
Now comes the $100 million 
question — where is the silver? 
Fisher and Mathewson believe 
it lies about 50 yards to the 
south of the last group of can­ 
non found, buried in what they 
call "the Mudhole,” an un­ 
derwater pool of quicksand 
which must be blown out down 
to bedrock.

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Architect designs special 
playgrounds for the blind 


DAVIS (UPI) - Blind chil­ 
dren are often prevented from 
the running, jumping, bouncing 
and crawling that their friends 
who can see take for granted 
Architect Helya Olson decid­ 
ed children with impaired sight 
should be able to do some of 
those things and designed a 
playground for them. 
Included in the hillside 
wooded playground are a 120- 
foot-long cable chair ride, a 
huge waterbed pit, a water sl­ 
ide and a “sound curtain" that 
simply allows the children to 
throw rocks without hurting 
each other. 
The project was developed 
two years ago by Olson and his 
class in environmental design 
at the University of California’s 
Davis campus. It was built at 
the 300-acre Enchanted Hills 
Camp for the Blind near Napa 
"The children who come 
there are normal, but blind," he 
said "They want to do the 
same things their sighted 
friends do, but are often 
prevented from experiencing.” 
The playground was con­ 
structed of low-cost scrap 
materials and designed for 
safety. Olson said the children 
constantly modify the play 
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areas, much as European 
"adventure playgrounds" 
which are built and changed by 
the children who use them. 
Most of the structures are 
brightly painted so children 
who have impaired vision, (nit 
are not totally blind, would be 
able to see them. 
The sound curtain is an exam­ 
ple of an attempt to allow blind 
children the opportunity to do 
things others can. 
It was constructed of pieces 
of sheet metal of different sizes 
with bells and streamers at­ 
tached The children are led to 
a point a few feet away and al­ 
lowed to throw sticks and rocks 
at it, making a metallic din. 
"All children like to throw 
things, but with blind kids this 
could be dangerous With the 
sound curtain they can throw 
rocks and make noise," he said. 
One of the most popular ac­ 
tivities for the children, as well 
as teen-agers and adults who 
come to the camp, is the 
waterbed pit. It was construct­ 
ed of plastic army fuel tanks set 
into the ground, filled with 
water and topped with colored 
pieces of sponge rubber. 
"Blind children are often not 
allowed to push or fight This 
way they can bounce, slosh and 
play with no fear they will be 
hurt," he said. "The adults and 
the older children use the pit for 
lounging and conversation.” 
The playground is supervised 
by counselors, some of whom 
are blind. Sponsored by the San 
Francisco-based Lighthouse for 
the Blind which owns the camp, 
it was designed to stress in­ 
volvement of the children. 
Olson told of one totally blind 
boy who built a small wooden 
car as part of one of the crafts 
classes which are held inside a 
large geodesic dome. Not 
satisfied, he wanted to paint it, 
too. 
"He was very specific that he 
wanted red and green paint,” 
Olson said. "He wanted to feel 
the smoothness of the paint and 
make it look good for the 


children who could see.” 
The children also constantly 
make improvements on the 
playground with the scraps that 
are brought in. A group of teen­ 
agers built a bridge across a 
small pond 
Olson said many of the struc- 
tu res could be used in 
playgrounds for sighted chil­ 
dren. He said they are safer 
than those found in most parks, 
and "we have far fewer serious 
accidents than in a typical 
playground.” 
For example, at the camp a 
water slide was built along a 
natural slope so if a child falls 
off he will simply roll. A large 
pyramid shape was used for a 
climbing structure so a child 
will roll down its slanted sides 
rather than risk the precipitous 
drop of many traditional 
schoolyard "monkey bars.” 
Olson said the experiences of 
blind children, and even adults, 
at the camp help them improve 
their self-confidence. 
"They can accomplish so 
much on their own,” he said. 
"They begin to feel free to ex­ 
press their own ideas ” 
The playground could easily 
be adapted for schools and 
parks. 
"We have begun to recognize 
architectural barriers to the 
handicapped in buildings,” he 
said “Now I think it’s time we 
do something about our public 
parks.”

NEW YORK (UPI) - Two 
psychiatrists speak out about 
what you should know about 
vacations -from a mental 
health standpoint. 
"A vacation is to develop 
yourself as a total person, not 
necessarily to impress the 
neighbors, compulsively sight­ 
see, or bring back superslides,” 
says Dr. Francis L. Clark of 
Georgetow n U niv ersity 
Medical School. 
You’ll probably do best if you 
take several short vacations a 
year instead of a single long 
one, according to Dr. Roy R. 
Grinker of Chicago's Michael 
Reese Hospital and Medical 
Center. 
Getting away for three or 
four shorter vacations a year is 
much better for several rea­ 
sons. 
The em phasis v aries. 
Therefore, you can avoid the 
conflict over what the family 
wants to do —each member 
usually pulling in a different 
direction. 
With several vacations you 
can set up a schedule which al­ 
lows you to touch the major 
bases and keep everyone 


reasonably happy. Through the 
year, you may ski, camp, 
sightsee. 
Grinker favors family vaca­ 
tions 
" I t ’s advisable for 
families to be alone together, 
away from other people,” he 
said 
Some persons can’t stand 
long vacations. Such types, the 
psychiatrist said, only can en­ 
dure a week away before pinn­ 
ing their minds on home or job. 
Another plus for the short 
vacation: you can’t drive your 
car too far. Grinker is against 
long car trips. The traffic is full 
of stress. The driver never gets 
to see much. 
Psychiatrist Clark agrees 
that several short breaks are 
probably better than one long 
one. 
For top physical and mental 
benefits, Clark also recom­ 
mends: 
—Know people well before 
traveling with them. 
— D on’t 
overw ork 
beforehand. It takes longer to 
unwind. 
—Don’t expect too much and 
don't be disappointed. It may 
rain. Or, you and the wife may 


have a spat or two, dashing 
hopes that "this" vacation will 
patch your marriage. 
—Don’t rush straight back to 
work. Allow a "re-entry day. So 
you don't feel trapped, immedi­ 
ately plan your next vacation. 
Family visits don’t count. 
Grinker agrees that rushing 
right back to work is harmful 
He suggests avoiding stress by 
allowing three days for "re­ 
entry.” 
"Too often returning to work
